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Third arrest made in Peel’s 
10th homicide of the year 


A 25-year-old woman from 
North York has been ar- 
rested in conjunction with 
a shooting that occurred 
in Mississauga earlier this 
year. 

Earlier this summer, offi- 
cers responded to a shoot- 
ing at a strip club on June 
29 at 1820 Dundas Street 
West, and found a male 
who had sustained gunshot 
wounds. 

The victim, 27-year-old 
Raimzhan Tokhtabayev, 
was transported to hospi- 
tal, but succumbed to his 
injuries. 

On Sept. 12, Adriana Mi- 
lani, from North York, was 
charged with an accesso- 
ry to murder charge. She 
appared in Brampton on 
Wednesday, Sept. 13. 

The arrest follows those 
of 20-year-old Toronto 
resident Elias Gibb and 
23-year-old Mississauga 
resident Christopher An-

derson, who were both tak- 
en into custody on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 27 in connection 
with the murder. Both men 
surrendered without inci- 
dent. 

Police say that all three in- 
dividuals charged in the in- 
cident knew each other, but 
the victim was a stranger to 
them. 


Investigators from the Ho- 
micide and Missing Per- 
sons Bureau are continuing 
to ask for any information 
or leads from members of 


the community.

terrent what the sentence 
is and if a formal discipline 
act takes place, we post it 
externally on our website 
for three months so as I say 
it’s very transparent.

Last year at this time, Con- 
stable Rajvir Ghuman was 
one of 35 officers inducted 
into the force, but was on 
the job for less than a year 
before being charged with 
Domestic Assault and Forc- 
ible Confinement.

Wayne Parkins, was charged 
with failure to remain at the 
scene of an accident and of 
driving impaired. 

Police have admitted the 
optics of such _ incidents 
are not great, but say it 
shouldn’t take anything 
away from the job done by 
2,000 uniformed officers.

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Hotel tax could raise $15 million for cash-strapped Mississauga

A proposed hotel tax in Mis- 
sissauga could raise up to $15 
million a year for the cash- 
strapped city, beginning in 
2018. 

City council got that finan- 
cial estimate Wednesday from 
Ward 9 councillor Pat Saito, 
who said a four per cent tax on 


the city’s 10,000 hotel rooms 
could raise more than $15 mil- 
lion for city coffers. 


“I met with the hotel associa- 
tion last week and they advised 
me our $10 million estimate is 
very low,” Saito told council at 
its regular meeting. “They see 
in the future that our four per 
cent could be more than $15 
million.” 

In his April budget, provincial 
Finance Minister Charles Sou- 
sa, the MPP for Mississauga

South, gave all Ontario cities 
and towns the power to impose 
a hotel tax to help them pay for 
transit and other infrastruc- 
ture needs. 

The province, however, re- 
fused to provide other rev- 
enue-enhancing powers for 
cities and declined to extend 
to all municipalities the City 
of Toronto’s right to slap its 
homebuyers with a municipal 
land transfer tax. 


That tax has been in effect in 
Toronto since 2008 and raises 
more than $400 million a year 
for the city. 


Mississauga, Brampton and 
other cities have lobbied hard 
to get similar powers but those 
demands have consistently 
been rejected by the provincial 
Liberals. 


Saito said provincial regula- 
tions are now being developed 
on how the hotel tax would 
work. Supporters of the idea 
say it would affect mostly busi- 
ness travellers since many of 
the city’s hotels are in the Pear- 
son Airport area. 


“The province is moving 
ahead,” Saito told council. 


“Though we're still waiting for 
the final regulations we can 
probably start collecting that 
in 2018. It will be remitted 
monthly so we would have an 
estimate and staff are working 
on how we would collect it, 
how we would add it into the 
budget.” 

“Tt’s going to be one of those 
big question marks in the 2018 
budget.” 

Under the new regulations, 
GTA municipalities who decide 
to impose the tax would have 
to give some of the money to 
Tourism Toronto, the regional 
tourism marketing agency, to 
spend promoting Mississauga. 

“We are going to take a very 
hardline” in talks with Tour- 
ism Toronto on revenue shar- 
ing the new tax, Saito said. 


“We will be making sure that 
the agreement means Missis- 
sauga’s tourism initiatives will 
get the bulk of the money that 
is generated from our hotels, 
that it will be spent in Missis- 
sauga.” 

Like most Canadian cities, 
Mississauga says it needs more 
revenues to help pay for tran- 


sit, roads, bridges and other 
infrastructure, which the city 
estimates is worth about $8 
billion on its books and mut 
be constantly upgraded. The 
city faces a $1.5 billion infra- 
structure deficit over the next 
20 years. 


To help pay for that, the 
city has imposed developers 
charges and currently has a 
five per cent infrastructure 
levy on property taxpayers. 
For the average homeowner 
that amounts to between $50 
and $75 a year. 


“We face a major challenge 
managing our infrastructure 
gap, the difference between 
the current replacement value 
of city infrastructure and the 
value of our capital reserves,” 
Treasurer Jeff 


Jackson said in the city’s 2016 
financial report. 


“While the infrastructure levy 
helps to lessen this challenge, 
additional revenue sources 
that are predictable and sus- 
tainable are needed for the 
longer term.” 


Brampton councillor annoyed Toronto taking lead on Amazon bid 


Mississauga, Brampton and 
other GTA cities have approved 
a regional bid to lure Amazon’s 
proposed new headquarters 
and its 50,000 jobs to the To- 
ronto area. 


The Toronto Global marketing 
agency revealed late Wednes- 
day that Toronto Mayor John 
Tory, Mississauga Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie, Brampton’s 
Linda Jeffrey and the heads of 
Durham, Halton and York re- 
gions have approved a broad 
GTA bid seeking the Amazon 
project. 

The agency said the regional 
politicians believe a joint bid is 
the best way to compete against 
American cities for Amazon’s 
second corporate headquarters 
in North America. 


The Toronto Region May- 
ors and Chairs said they have 
asked Mark Cohon, chair of To- 
ronto Global and Janet Ecker, 
the agency’s vice-chair, to lead 
the bid team, which will work 
under the leadership of the On- 
tario government. 


“They will be supported by 
Toby Lennox, CEO of Toron- 
to Global, the Toronto Global 
board of directors, and key 
business and community lead- 
ers across the region to put the 
most attractive bid forward 
that demonstrates the scale, 
diversity, talent, creativity and 


dynamic opportunities in the 
Toronto region,” said the may- 
ors’ statement. 


They said the bid, due by Oct. 
19, will go a long way in “pro- 
moting the collective assets of 
the most dynamic and innova- 
tive region in the world.” 


“As the commercial centre of 
the country, this is the Toronto 
Region’s opportunity to show- 
case our attractive regional 
building sites, highlight our 
expansive and rapidly growing 
technology ecosystem, and in- 
troduce the depth and breadth 
of our global talent pool,” the 
mayors’ statement said. 

Despite the joint bid, one 
Brampton councillor was 
miffed Wednesday that Toron- 
to’s mayor appears to be hog- 
ging the spotlight as the GTA 
tries to win Amazon’s $5 billion 
investment. 


Martin Medeiros, councillor 
for Ward s 3 and 4, said he was 
irritated that Toronto Mayor 
John Tory has taken a public 
lead in Canadian and U.S. me- 
dia promoting Canada’s big- 
gest city for the project, when 
Toronto and its regions are 
part of one marketing agency, 
Global Toronto, and should 
work as a team. 

The regional rivalries are 
bound to come out in such a 
potential economic bonanza, 


which if it goes through would 
be the biggest commercial shot 
in the arm to the GTA in de- 
cades. 

Cities like Mississauga, 
Brampton and Markham all 
have thriving tech sectors and 
plenty of land and worry that 
the city of Toronto wants the 
lion’s share of the Amazon de- 
velopment for its downtown 
core. 


Dozens of cities are expected 
to bid by the Oct. 19 deadline 
- from the GTA and Vancouver 
to Chicago, Boston, Austin, 
Tex. and Durham, N.C. just to 
start. 


Tory said last week on CNN’s 
Money program that Canada’s 
biggest city is a “prime can- 
didate” for Amazon’s second 
headquarters because of its 
“homegrown tech talent.” 

The city’s staff is working with 
foreign investment marketing 
agency Toronto Global to put 
together “an attractive bid” for 
the massive project, he said. 


Medeiros bristled that Bramp- 
ton - which already houses 
Amazon’s. biggest Canadian 
shipping centre -- was nowhere 
to be mentioned in Tory’s com- 
ments. 


“We pay into Toronto Global 
and I know we're talking about 
marketing the region,” he said. 
“But then I’m on news chan- 


nels and I see John Tory come 
out, and I see Toronto being 
highlighted. That irks me be- 
cause I know that we’re part- 
ners and we pay into Toronto 
Global. If you see the writeup 
on CNN, there is no mention of 
the surrounding areas or GTA. 
It’s about Toronto the city. Are 
we doing anything to advocate 
our position and ensure that 
Brampton (is not left behind)?” 


Earlier, Brampton econom- 
ic development officer Denise 
McClure told council the Ama- 
zon RFP “is an opportunity of 
a lifetime” for the city, one of 
Canada’s fastest-growing com- 
munities, with the talent and 
infrastructure Amazon wants. 


“Tt is a big deal,” she said. “It’s 
the biggest deal we'll probably 
ever see.” 


“Of course the competition is 
stiff, the competition is fierce. 
Cities across North America 
the U.S. Mexico and Canada 
are putting in bids.” 

She said city economic staff 
are at the information gather- 
ing stage, doing due diligence 
, and looking at potential sites 
in the city. 

“We're working closely with 
Toronto Global, the Bramp- 
ton Board of Trade and the 
business community,” she told 
councillors. 


“We are in it to win it.”

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Ontario hikes welfare benefits but looks for broader reforms

lhe provincial gov- 
ernment just hiked 
welfare benefits 


a few days ago to about 
900,000 Ontarians who 
are on social assistance. 


It wasn’t a lot— just two 
per cent for all people 
getting help under the 
two main programs, On- 
tario Works and ODSP 
for the disabled. There 
were also some _ other 
smaller changes to help 
more people get by, espe- 
cially those in remote and 
northern communities 
facing high costs for food 
and transportation. 

Any hike in welfare 
probably angers a lot of 
Liberal government crit- 
ics, many of them ordi- 
nary Peel Region working 
stiffs trying to cope with 
rising prices, higher taxes 
and a thinner paycheque. 
There’s a sizable group 
of Ontarians who reject 


10,000 Peel students to 


About 10,000 _ university 
and college students in Peel 
Region will get free tuition 
under a revamped Ontario 
Student Assistance Program. 


That’s the message for stu- 
dents at Sheridan College 
and University of Toronto 
Mississauga from a senior 
Ontario cabinet minister who 
met with eastern Ontario stu- 
dents Monday to promote the 
OSAP expansion and other 
student friendly policies in- 
cluded in recent budgets. 

Deb Matthews, Minister 
of Advanced Education and 
Skills Development, said 
more than a third of full-time 
college and university stu- 
dents in Ontario are receiving 
free tuition now thanks to the 
new OSAP program, includ- 
ing 6,000 in Kingston alone. 

Using those same num- 
bers, that would mean free 
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the concept of welfare. 

Many believe it’s a social 
program rife with abuse 
and which cements gen- 
erations of poverty and 
creates no incentives for 
people to work. Twen- 
ty-two years ago, many of 
these people from Ontar- 
io’s silent majority vot- 
ed for hardline PC Mike 
Harris, mainly on his 
promise to cut welfare 
spending. 

In office, he did just 
that— cutting benefits 
by nearly 22 per cent in 
what Tory critics at the 
time called a “war on the 
poor.” 


When Harris became 
premier in 1995, 1.3 mil- 
lion people were collect- 
ing welfare or disability 
benefits: about 12 per 
cent of the 10.9 million 
population at that time. 
Today, it’s 900,000 peo- 
ple, about 6.4 per cent of 
the province’s nearly 14 
million people. 

That drop has come 
from an improving econ- 


OSAP-financed tuition for 
a third of the more than 
30,000 students at the three 
Peel post-secondary schools 
-- 14,00 at University of To- 
ronto’s Mississauga campus, 
the 11,000 at Sheridan’s Da- 
vis campus in Brampton and 
5,500 at the Hazel McCallion 
school run by Sheridan in 
Mississauga. 

“Going to college or univer- 
sity is a wonderful opportuni- 
ty for young Ontarians,” Mat- 
thews said at St. Lawrence 
College in Kingston. 

“That’s why this government 
is committed to making it as 
easy and affordable as we 
possibly can for students, so 
that they can pursue their 
dreams, fulfill their potential 
and get the skills they'll need 
for the jobs of tomorrow.” 

Sheridan and UTM were 
not immediately available to 


omy and a tightening of 
eligibility rules as well 
as a deliberate squeez- 
ing of the welfare system 
by various governments. 
But to their credit the 
Wynne government is 
now looking at even big- 
ger changes to improve 
the lives of people who 
face economic hardships. 
We've all heard about 
the $15 an hour mini- 
mum wage that will kick 
in by 2019. That’s a Lib- 
eral labour policy meant 


to help the working poor, 
but which has enraged 
business groups. The lo- 
cal boards of trade in Peel 
Region, especially, are 
lobbying hard against the 
plan, warning it will hurt 
the economy and squeeze 
consumers. 


But on the welfare front, 
the Liberals are also 
moving ahead with a plan 
to study a provincial ba- 
sic income for the poor— 
a system that if it works 
could replace traditional 


social assistance benefits 
in future. 

A three-year pilot proj- 
ect with thousands of 
poor people in Brantford, 
Thunder Bay, Hamilton 
and Lindsay is underway 
and will look at whether 
providing a basic guaran- 
teed income will help the 
poor better meet their 
needs, lower stress and 
help them find jobs. 

Let’s give the idea a 
chance. We should stick 
with it even if Wynne is 


defeated in next June’s 
provincial election by 
Patrick Brown, whose 
Tory party likely won’t 
put welfare reform high 
on its to-do list. 

The $50-million pilot 
was promised in the 2016 
budget as a way to over- 
haul Ontario’s $9 billion 
welfare system and is 
part of the Liberals’ de- 
cade old poverty reduc- 
tion strategy. 

It also follows upon a 
2014 report by Ontario’s 
social assistance review 
commission that called 
for a simpler, more ef- 
fective and accountable 
welfare system that helps 
more people find work to 
get out of poverty. 

So let’s cross our fingers 
and hope the new pilots 
work.

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Peel GO Transit riders get access to new bike lockers

The tens of thousands of 
daily commuters who use 
Peel Region’s 11 GO Transit 
stations will soon get access 
to new bike storage lockers 
under a $2.5 million plan 
unveiled Tuesday. 


The plan will make it eas- 
ier for cyclists in southern 
Ontario to use the GO net- 
work to commute to work, 
school and appointments 
and is part of the prov- 
ince’s broader efforts to 
fight climate change, which 
include a carbon tax on fu- 
els, pollution controls and a 
carbon-trading market for 
polluters. 

Minister of Transportation 
Steven Del Duca and Minis- 
ter of Sport Eleanor McMa- 
hon went to Burlington to 
kick off the new commut- 
er bike parking program, 
which they said will help 
encourage people to take 
their bikes as part of their 
daily commute. 

Under the new plan, 28 
secure bike rooms will be 


installed at 26 GO Transit 
stations in the GTA, includ- 
ing the 11 in Peel, over the 
next four years, expanding 
storage capacity and rais- 
ing security to prevent bike 
thefts. 

The first bike rooms will 
be completed by next 
spring and include: Apple- 
by, Markham, Brampton’s 


Mount Pleasant station, 
Bronte, Unionville, and 
Stouffville. 


Mississauga has eight GO 
stations - from Clarkson 
and Port Credit to Dixie and 
Erindale -- while Bramp- 
ton has three, Bramalea, 
Brampton and Mount 
Pleasant. 

Moreover, eight bike lock- 
ers will be installed by next 
March at each of 15 com- 
muter parking lots across 
the GTA and Hamilton ar- 
eas, Niagara and Simcoe for 
a total of 120 bike storage 
lockers. 


The Mississauga location 
is at the QEW and Erin 
Mills Parkway in the south- 
ern part of the city. 


About 1.5 million people 


in Ontario ride their bikes 
at least once a week during 
the spring, summer and 
fall, and many cycle year- 
round. The government has 
tried to encourage physical 
activity in part because it 
will cut health care costs. 

The province has over 
80,000 km of trails the 
second largest network of 
trails in Canada. Missis- 
sauga’s cycling network 
includes more than 400 
kilometres of on-road bike 
lanes, boulevard multi-use 
trails, off-road trails as well 
as “bicycle friendly” road- 
ways. 

Through its cycling mas- 
ter plan, the city plans to 
develop more than 900 ki- 
lometres of on and off-road 
cycling routes in the next 
20 years. 

“Cycling is a healthy, sus- 
tainable way to get around 
and we are committed to 
adding more cycling infra- 
structure across Ontario,” 
Del Duca told a news con- 
ference in Burlington. 

“This investment — will 
make cycling more conve- 


nient and appealing, and 
will encourage more people 
in Ontario to bike as part of 
their daily commute.” 
McMahon said the new 
bike storage plan “is sup- 
porting cyclists and making 
it easier for people to use 


their bikes — whether it’s 
for their daily commute to 
work or school, for recre- 
ation or simply for the love 
of the sport.” 

Rob Goldring, mayor of 
Burlington, said the plan is 
great news for his city. 


“With more bike storage at 
Appleby and other GO sta- 
tions, as well as at carpool 
lots across the GTHA, cy- 
clists will have more reason 
to leave their cars at home 
and fit a bike ride into their 
daily commutes.” 
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New 407 highway extension to 410 now

ETR. “We will continue to 
widen the highway to help 
ensure drivers enjoy the 
time and money savings they 
have come to value by using 
Highway 407 ETR.” 

407 International Inc. is 
owned by Cintra Infraestruc- 


turas S.A., a unit of Spanish 
building giant Ferrovial S.A., 
with 43.2 per cent, the CPP

per cent. 

Average daily workday 
trips have increased from

Residents of Mississauga 
can complain all they want 
about tax hikes and user fee 
increases but they’re being 
given the chance to influ- 
ence the city’s 2018 budget 
decisions this fall. 


The city is encouraging 
residents to try its budget 
allocator, explore the city’s 
budget website, join in a 
telephone budget session, 
request a group meeting or 
attend a budget committee 
meeting as the financial 
blueprint is put together 
over the next three months. 


Mississauga’s online bud- 
get allocator is available at 
mississauga.ca/budget and 
allows residents to choose 
their preferred spending 
option on 12 city services 
that drive the budget -- 
from transit and roads to 
fire and emergency services 
and recreation programs. 


Residents can use the al- 
locator to test different 
Sse options and then 
choose one for each service 
area. 


Is mississauca 


Results from the allocator 
received by Nov. 1 will be 
shared with the city’s bud- 
get committee Nov. 20 and 
will influence its budget 
recommendations. 


“The budget allocator is a 
simple way for residents to 
learn more about what City 
services cost, how property 
tax dollars are spent and 
to tell us about their pri- 
orities,” says Jeff Jackson, 
Mississauga’s director of 
finance. “It is an opportuni- 
ty to think about and share 
their priorities and get peo- 
ple involved in their city’s 
business planning and bud- 
geting process.”

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Alectra crews head to Georgia 
to help with post-hurricane 
power restoration 


Alectra, the new electric 
GTA-based utility formed ear- 
lier this year, is sending 36 of 
its workers to Georgia to help 
restore power lines damaged 
by Hurricane Irma this week. 


The utility has has sent 32 
powerline technicians, four 
supervisors and a convoy of 
service vehicles to the south- 
ern state to help restore power 
to damaged lines. 


Hurricane Irma did extensive 
damage to power transmis- 
sion system in the U.S. South- 
east and millions of people are 
still without power in Florida, 
Georgia and North and South 
Carolina. 


Alectra Utilities was formed 
earlier this year with the 
merger of Mississauga’s En- 
ersource, Horizon Utilities, 
PowerStream and Brampton 
Hydro. It has about one mil- 
lion customers and provides 
power to Mississauga and 
Brampton residents and busi- 
nesses. 


Your monthly power bills in 
Mississauga now come from 
Alectra, not Enersource and 
the City of Mississauga still 
owns a $280-million stake in 
the utility through its 90-per- 
cent stake in the former Ener- 
source. 


Alectra said its line staff, trav- 
elling in more than 20 bucket 
trucks and support vehicles, 
left early Wednesday morning 
for Atlanta, Georgia’s biggest 
city, to help Georgia Power 
restore service to more than 


650,000 customers who are 
currently without power. 


The U.S. utility will pay the 

costs for crews and service 
trucks to travel and work in 
Georgia. 


“The damage caused by Hur- 
ricane Irma is causing tremen- 
dous hardship for millions of 
people in the southeastern 
United States,” noted Brian 
Bentz, president and CEO of 
Alectra. 


“The restoration of electricity 
service is essential to the re- 
covery efforts, and Alectra is 
sending powerline crews and 
equipment to work in co-ordi- 
nation with local utilities. Our 
thoughts are with the people 
and communities who are suf- 
fering through the aftermath 
of this catastrophic event, and 
we will do our utmost to help 
restore service to those who 
have been so seriously impact- 
ed.” 


Many Canadian utilities - 
from Hydro One to Hydro 
Quebec -- have sent crews to 
the U.S. to help restore power 
after destructive hurricanes. 


Alectra is part of the North 
Atlantic Mutual Assistance 
Group, which encompasses all 
of the northeast United States 
and includes utilities in On- 
tario, Quebec, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia.

CFL star quarterback, long time Peel resident 
Chuck Ealey tops Toledo’s all Century Team

Chuck Ealey never lost 
a game in his three years 
quarterbacking the Uni- 
versity of Toledo’s football 
team. 


The 35-game unbeaten 
streak is a National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association 
(NCAA) record. 


Despite that brilliance, he 
never made it to the NFL 
because of his skin colour. 


That didn’t matter to fans 
in Toledo who have voted 
him the number one player 
on the university’s All-Cen- 
tury team to celebrate the 
football program’s 100th 
anniversary. He'll be hon- 
oured on Sept.16. 

A total of 50 players were 
on the ballot. 

A Canadian resident since 
1972, Ealey’s jersey number 
is only one of four retired. 


The quarterback turned- 
successful financial in- 
dustry leader (Investor’s 
Group) was in Toledo a few 
months ago with his daugh- 
ter Jael Richardson when 
he learned his alma mater 
was celebrating the football 
program’s centenary. 


Ealey says “I was alerted 
a couple of weeks ago that 
I was part of the All-Centu- 
ry team. Two weeks ago, a 
former teammate sent me 
an e-mail saying that I was 
number one. I was taken 
back by the honour.” 


In his three years at No- 
tre Dame High School in 
Portsmouth, along with go- 
ing unbeaten, Ealey led the 
team to its first state cham- 
pionship in 1967. That suc- 
cess led to university where 
he won three consecutive 
Tangerine Bowls and was 
the Most Valuable Player in 
each contest. 


Despite his remarkable 


achievements, Ealey, who 
was eighth in polling for the 
1971 Heisman Trophy, was 
overlooked in the 1972 NFL 
draft because of his skin 
colour and the position he 
played. 


When then Kansas City 
Chiefs coach Hank Stram 
offered him the opportuni- 
ty to run a 40-yard dash for 
time, he graciously declined 
the chance to try to make 
an NFL team as a defensive 
back and headed to Canada. 


After the six-year unbeat- 

en streak in high school 
and university, Ealey lost 
his first two games in the 
CFL with the Hamilton Ti- 
ger-Cats. 


Replacing University of 
Guelph Department of Ath- 
letics intercollegiate pro- 
grams assistant manager 
Wally Gabler for the fourth 
game of the season, Ealey — 
who like Gabler was born 
and raised in Portsmouth, 


Ohio— dropped his first 
start against Edmonton 30- 
27. 

He wasn’t distraught after 
the loss. 


“No athlete likes to lose,” 
Ealey, a former Mississau- 
ga Sports Council chair 
who was inducted into the 
Mississauga Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1989, points out. “I 
wasn’t happy. At the same 
time I knew it was going to 
happen at some time and 
we had to move on. That 
was how I felt.” 


And move on he did. Af- 
ter the 0-2 start, Ealey led 
the Hamilton Tiger-Cats to 
an 11-3 record and a Grey 
Cup title in his first season 
(1972) becoming the first 
black player to quarterback 
his team to a professional 
football championship. He 
was also the Grey Cup MVP 
and the league’s Most Out- 
standing Rookie.

Man on a mission: Landmark Sports founder Elliott Kerr

As a young boy growing up 
in St. Catherines Ont., Elliott 
Kerr caught the sports bug 
early by participating in row- 
ing during the summer. 


In the winter, he attended 
St. Catherines Black Hawk 
Junior A games at the old 
Jack Gatecliff Arena. Getting 
in for free to watch the third 
period Kerr got to see the 
likes of future stars like Mar- 
cel Dionne and Mickey Red- 
mond play before going on to 
be NHL Stars. 


Sitting there in the arena 
with his friends, he would of- 
ten dream of owning a team 
someday, but had no idea 
how to do that. 


Years later, with the wisdom 
of a lifetime of experience and 
the advice of many friends 
and business contacts, he be- 
came the part owner of the 
Guelph Storm— and most re- 
cently, the sole owner of the 
Mississauga Steelheads of the 
OHL. 


In the intervening years, 
Kerr has built up one of Can- 
ada’s leading sports agencies 
with burgeoning athlete rep- 
resentation sector, an event 
management arm including 
the Mississauga Marathon, as 
well as the Steelheads hockey 
team. 


Kerr is a strong believer 
in education as a segue to 
building a career. He is grad- 
uate of both the University of 
Western Ontario BA program 
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Elliott Kerr 
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in 1973 and then an MBA at 
Queen’s. 


With two degrees under his 
belt, he worked in the corpo- 
rate sector gaining valuable 
experience with Canadian 
Liquid Air and the Ford Mo- 
tor Company but the dream 
of working in sports never left 
him. 

Having built up a stable of 
contacts in his sales roles, he 
got wind that IMG the mul- 
tinational sport agency was 
planning to set up an office in 
Toronto. 


Kerr was determined to get 
in. 

He made contact with the 
company rep and stayed in 
touch every month for two 
years until they finally made 
the jump to Canada. He got 
hired and worked on athlete 
deals that included the late 
Arnold Palmer, Bjorn Borg 
and Jean Claude Killy. His 
talents were not going unno- 


ticed, and he eventually rose 
to become the head of the 
North American sales force. 


Kerr’s entrepreneurial de- 
sires were still strong and 
beckoning. With all his life 
savings in hand, he opened 
Landmark Sports in his home 
office in 1987. 


On day one, he had no cli- 
ents and no revenue but he 
had a lot of contacts that 
trusted him and would follow 
him over. 


Some would compare Kerr’s 
decision to break away from 
IMG and start his own shop 
not unlike the Tom Cruise 
movie Jerry Maguire. Kerr 
laughs about it now, but it 
was tough at first, he added. 


“My first client was middle 
distance runner Dave Reid, 
and then I got Blue Jay Jes- 
se Barfield. Those two helped 
me get started,” said Kerr. 


Today, Landmark Sports has 
a bevy of athletes and sports 


personalities that includes 
Patrick Chan (figure skating), 
Jayna Hefford (hockey), Mi- 
chael Smith (decathlon), and 
sports announcers Rod Black 
and Bob Cole. 


How does a player agent get 
involved in the marathon? 


“Well I always liked running, 
so I trained and completed 
the 2001 Toronto Marathon. 
It struck me that this was a 
great community event and 
that Mississauga did not have 
its own marathon. I had a 
meeting with former may- 
or Hazel McCallion and we 
decided to go for it,” replied 
Kerr. 


He planned it out for three 
years, and the inaugural Mis- 
sissauga Marathon happened 
in May of 2004. 


He wanted a race that would 

showcase the best of Mis- 
sissauga, so the race has al- 
ways started at Square One 
and runs down scenic Mis- 
sissauga Road and out into 
southwest Mississauga be- 
fore finishing at Lake Front 
Promenade Park. Over the 
years, thousands of people 
have participated in a variety 
of distances and many thou- 
sands of dollars have been 
raised for several community 
charities. 


The event management 
side of the business has now 
expanded to include the 
Oakville Half Marathon and 
the RBC 5K Golf Run. Both 
are successful events and well 
established in the Oakville 
community. 


Kerr’s life has not been 
without tragedy, however. 
In 2007, Elliott’s wife Jane 
passed away from cancer 
leaving two young twins— a 
boy named Jamie and a girl 
named Kerrin. 


Now both 11 years-old, they 
are the focus of Kerr’s life as 
he continues to operate his 
business while raising these 
children as a single dad. 


“They keep me hoping, adds 
Kerr. They are really athletic 
and are involved in soccer, 
hockey, baseball, canoe/kay- 
ak and most recently curling. 
I am taking them to practices 
and games five to six nights a 
week and I love it.” 


Ten years ago, Kerr became 
part owner of the Guelph 
Storm, but it was a call from 
Hazel McCallion in 2012 that 
reignited an old dream to 
own a hockey team. 


Eugene Melnyk, the 
then-owner of the Missis- 
sauga St. Michael’s Majors, 
wanted to sell and the po- 
tential bidders all wanted to 
move the team to another city 
away from the GTA. 


Hazel asked Kerr if he would 
speak to Melnyk— and the 
rest is history.Kerr bought 
the team with the mandate 
that he would keep the team 
in Mississauga and make a go 
of it. 


A “Name the Team” contest 
resulted in a new name be- 
ing chosen. The Mississauga 
Steelheads, coined from the 
lake fish that spawns in the 


Credit River, became the new 
brand of junior hockey in 
Mississauga. 


“Ownership of this team is 
very gratifying and enjoyable 
but a strain on the finances,” 
added Kerr. 


“In the six years that I have 
owned the team, we have yet 
to break even although our 
recent deep playoff run last 
spring was encouraging.” 


“Hope springs eternal how- 
ever and Kerr can see the 
light at the end of the tunnel. 
I would like to see it at least 
breakeven within two years. 
We average 2,500 to 2,800 
in attendance and need to get 
to 3,000 per game to break 
even. We are climbing every 
year but still have a ways to 
go.” 

A key to a sports team’s 
success in the GTA is having 
a winner so we put plenty of 
emphasis on player drafting 
and development. 


“Two years ago we had five 
players go in the NHL entry 
draft, which is a record, last 
year we had two and we pre- 
dict three will go this year. 
These elite players draw fans 
and help us pay the bills,” 
said Kerr. 


In recognition of his success 
and service the community 
Kerr was named to the Mis- 
sissauga Sports Hall of Fame 
in 2013.

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Peel Region focused on shipping sector 
strategic plan, says regional chair

Since late 2014, I have 
been Peel Region chair and 
have gained an even greater 
appreciation of both the vi- 
tal role the Region plays in 
serving its 1.4 million resi- 
dents and the quality and 
dedication of the region- 
al staff who carry out the 
work. 

Beginning with this col- 
umn, I intend to offer 
semi-regular contributions 
to this publication to help 
elaborate on issues affect- 
ing our residents; some of 
the services we provide; and 
our efforts to engage resi- 
dents and interested parties 
in determining, developing 
and enacting meaningful 
programs and policies in 
pursuit of our objectives. 


Many of you will be aware 
that Peel Region consists of 
three municipal jurisdic- 
tions: the City of Mississau- 
ga; the City of Brampton; 
and the Town of Caledon -- 
collectively the second larg- 
est jurisdiction in Ontario. 


Peel Regional Council’s key 
priority is infrastructure in 
it various forms, from af- 
fordable housing and com- 
munity hubs to water and 
waste water systems, emis- 
sions and healthy commu- 
nity design. 

The issue I want to discuss 
in transportation — infra- 
structure, the movement of 
goods and road and high- 
way maintenance and de- 
velopment.). 


Transportation Infrastruc- 
ture is a good starting point 
for a number of reasons. 
The issue of the critical 
need to invest in new infra- 
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structure to meet the Re- 
gion’s growth projections 
has been well reported. 
Last month, the annual 
meeting of the Association 
of Municipalities of Ontar- 
io, where municipal lead- 
ers including Peel Region 
mayors advocated for an 
increase in the HST to help 
pay for a those infrastruc- 
ture needs. 


While these discussions 
and debates will and must 
continue, we also need to 
look at ways to maximize 
the use of the infrastructure 
we currently have. 


Towards that end, Peel 
Region has established an 
effective working group 
known as the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force. 


The task force is com- 
prised of staff from the Re- 
gion’s Transportation Divi- 
sion, members of regional 
council and their staffs, and 
relevant stakeholders rep- 
resenting all elements of 
the road user community. 


I serve as chair of the 
task force and my coun- 
cil colleague, Mayor Allan 
Thompson of Caledon was 
instrumental in the estab- 
lishment of this body. Last 
May, Regional Council 
approved the second Peel 
Region Goods Movement 
Strategic Plan (2017-2021). 


This strategic plan and the 

issue of goods movement, 
in general, factored heav- 
ily in the extensive brief- 
ing material that the Peel 
Region delegation brought 
with them to the AMO con- 
ference last month. 


Given its central location 
and proximity to the U.S. 
border, the Region of Peel 
is a significant goods move- 
ment hub for the Greater 


Toronto Hamilton Area 
(GTHA), as well as the 
province and the country. 


About $1.8 billion worth 
of goods move within and 
through Peel every day and 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods daily. The Peel road 
network serves almost half 
a million truck trips week- 
ly, one-half of the over 
950,000 weekly truck trips 
in Ontario. 


Goods movement depen- 
dent industries represent 
four in every nine jobs in 
Peel Region and $49 billion 
in GDP. Furthermore, these 
jobs, in turn, create $29 bil- 
lion in labour income. How- 
ever, the resulting conges- 
tion in Peel and beyond is 
estimated to cost the GTHA 
$6 billion annually in lost 
economic activity. 


This economic loss trans- 
lates into compromised 
productivity, not to men- 
tion the impact on quality 
of life due to extended com- 
muting time and environ- 
mental considerations. 


To address these matters 
the Task Force has identi- 
fied and is realizing a num- 
ber of objectives which in- 
clude: 


-- The enhancement of 
goods movement and logis- 
tics planning coordination; 


-- Adapting to advance- 
ments in the e-commerce 
shift; 

-- Extending and encour- 
aging the use of Longer 
Combination Vehicles 
(LCVs); 


-- The pursuit of alter- 
native fuels and fuel ef- 
ficiency initiatives — this 
complements the Region’s 
Environmental Infrastruc- 
ture priorities as well; and 


-- Increasing the capac- 
ity of existing infrastruc- 
ture through feasible off- 
peak freight deliveries (as 
currently, the Region has 
launched an off-peak deliv- 
ery pilot project to provide 
relief during the most con- 
gested hours). 


Included in the objectives 
outlined in the Peel Goods 
Movement Task Force 
Strategic Plan is the re- 
quirement that Peel Region 
continues to aggressively 
demonstrate and advance 
Peel’s national role and im- 
portance in freight fluidity. 


While not specific to the 
strategic plan, one hopeful 
outcome of advancing this 
objective would result in 
a complementary benefit: 
that being the provincial 
approval of the long ad- 
vocated and long await- 
ed Greater Toronto Area 


(GTA) West Highway. 


While the Strategic Plan 
looks to optimize existing 
infrastructure, the Re- 
gion fully recognizes that 
options such as widening 
existing roads is not a suf- 
ficient or long term solu- 
tion to meet the demands 
of future growth. With that 
understanding, Peel Region 
strongly advocates for the 
development of the GTA 
West — a new 400 series 
highway. 

If developed, the new high- 
way should: 


-- Include alternative 
transportation modes 
(again, consistent with our 
environmental priorities); 


-- Complete long range 
transportation and land use 
planning in Brampton and 
Caledon; 


-- Complete an integrated 


highway network by con 
necting to Highway 410 an¢ 
Highway 427; 

Relief congestion on exist 
ing routes; and 


-- Divert traffic that should 
be accommodated on a pro 
vincial highway from re 
gional roads.
